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i. Several observation pusts about two kilometers apart, sauipped with range 
finders. and telescopes, Were seen between Burgaa and Vasiliko. Three motor 
torpedo boat nests, dag into the shore and heavily camouflaged, were also 
noticed near Burges. In teo of the nests there were six moter torpede boats, 
“elieved to be exGersan, which had two torpade tubes, depth charges and 4 
greenish-gray camoullLage. 


2 tele reported that at the heagimming of October, one of the motor torpedo 
boats blew up near Vasilike. another is undergoing repairs at the Bulgarian 
Lioga shipyards. The crews of these vesaaip are said to be inexperienced and 
ineapable of handling them in action; they are, however, being trained inten- 
sively and engaging in night exercises.
